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DEFINITIONS 


101. This Bylaw may be cited as “The Edmonton Traffic 

Bylaw.” 

102. (1) (a) “Boulevard” shall mean that portion of highway 

lying between the curb line of a highway and the 
adjacent property line, whether actually planted 
or improved or not, excepting that portion occupied 
by a sidewalk. 

(b) Where there is no curb that portion of a highway 
lying between the portion of highway ordinarily 
travelled by vehicles and the adjacent property 
line, whether actually planted or not, excepting 
that portion occupied by a sidewalk. 

(2) “Commissioners” shall mean the City Commissioners of 
the City of Edmonton. 

(3) “Crosswalk” shall mean: 

(a) That part of a roadway at an intersection included 
within the connections of the lateral lines of the 
sidewalks on opposite sides of the highway 
measured from the curbs, or in the absence of 
curbs from the edges of the traversible roadway. 

(b) Any portion of a roadway not at an intersection, 
distinctly indicated for pedestrian crossing by 
signs, or by lines or by other markings on the 
road surface. 

(4) “Curb” shall mean the actual curb if there is one, 
and if there is no curb in existence shall mean the 
division of a highway between that part thereof in¬ 
tended for the use of vehicles and that part thereof 
intended for the use of pedestrians. 

(5) “Double Parking” or any words or any expression of 
similar meaning or import shall mean the parking of a 
vehicle on a highway parallel to a vehicle parked be¬ 
side the curb in a Parking Area, or shall mean parking 
to the rear of any vehicle that is angle parked at 
the curb in a Parking Area.

(6) “High Level Bridge” shall mean the combined rail¬ 
way and traffic bridge crossing the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River connecting 109th Street North of said River 
with 109th Street South of said river. 

(7) “Highway” means any thoroughfare, street, road, trail, 
avenue, parkway, driveway, viaduct, lane, alley, square, 
bridge, causeway, trestleway or other place, whether 
publicly or privately owned, any part of which the 
public is ordinarily entitled or permitted to use for 
the passage of vehicles, but does not include a place 
declared by the Lieutenant Governor in Council not 
to be a highway. 

(8) “Holiday” means: 

1. New Year’s Day 

2. Good Friday 

3. Victoria Day (the first Monday immediately pre¬ 

ceding the 25th of May in each year.) 

4. Dominion Day 

5. Annual civic holiday to be proclaimed by the 
Council or by the Mayor (First Monday in August). 

6. Labour Day (First Monday in September) 

7-. Thanksgiving Day (Second Monday in October), 
when proclaimed as a holiday by the Government 
of Canada or the Government of the Province of 
Alberta. 

8. Remembrance Day 

9. Christmas Day 

10. The 26th day of December, or when such day falls 
on a Sunday, then the 27th day of December, 
usually known as Boxing Day. 

(9) “Intersection” shall mean the whole area situated 
between prolongation of the boundary lines of two or 
more highways which join one another at an angle and 
whether such highways cross each other or not. 

(10) “Marked playground zone” means a zone identified by 
signs posted along the highway or by markings on 
the pavement or by signs or lights or both posted 
or suspended over the highway as an area wherein 
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children may be expected to be on the highway or are 
permitted to cross the highway at a designated point 
along the highway. 

(11) “Marked school zone” means a zone identified by 
signs posted along the highway or by markings on the 
pavement or by signs or lights or both posted or 

suspended over the highway as an area wherein 
school children may be expected to be on the highway 
or are permitted to cross the highway at a designated 
point along the highway. 

(12) “Metered Space” means a space or section of highway 
in a metered zone marked out pursuant to this Bylaw 
by painted lines or other device for the accommoda¬ 
tion of a vehicle, and at which space or section a 
parking meter has been installed. 

(13) “Metered Zone” refers to a portion of road, street, 
avenue, lane or other public place within the City 
where parking meters are now or may hereafter be 
established and maintained to collect a fee for the 
use of the metered space established by the City 
in such metered zone. 

(14) “Operator” shall include every person who drives or 
operates a vehicle. 

(15) “Parade” or “Procession” shall mean any group of 
pedestrians (excepting a military or funeral procession) 
numbering more than fifty and marching or walking in 
the street or on the sidewalk or any group of vehicles 
(except a military or a funeral procession) numbering 
ten or more. 

(16) "Park”, “parked” and “parking” or any word or ex¬ 
pression of similar connotation or import shall mean 
the standing of a vehicle, whether occupied or not, 
upon a highway, otherwise than temporarily in 
obedience to traffic regulations or traffic signs or 
signals. 

(17) “Parking Meter” means a mechanical appliance 
designed for the purpose of indicating the time during 
which a vehicle may be parked in a metered space. 
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(18) “Passenger loading or unloading space” shall mean 
a space on the vehicle portion of a highway marked 
with an authorized City sign permitting parking 
therein for the period necessary to load or unload 
passengers, provided such period is five (5) minutes 
or less except in front of an hotel where ten (10) 
minute parking may be allowed and the sign shall 
indicate the hours during which the space is restricted 
to this purpose. 

(19) “Pedestrian” shall mean a person afoot. 

(20) “Person” shall include a corporation. 

(21) “Public Building” shall include every church, chapel, 
college, school, convent, hospital, hotel, any apartment 
block not less than three full storeys in height 
above the surrounding ground level, theatre, moving 
picture theatre, public library, concert hall or any 
building used for public resort or entertainment. 

(22) “Roadway” shall mean that portion of a highway 
intended for vehicular traffic. 

(23) “Safety Zone” shall mean the space within a roadway 
intended for the exclusive use of pedestrians which 
is indicated by platforms, structures, standards, mark¬ 
ers, painted lines or combination thereof. 

(24) “Sidewalk” shall mean that part of a highway primar¬ 
ily intended for the use of pedestrians and shall 
include the space lying between the curb line and 
the production thereof and the nearest lot line. 

(25) “Stop”, “stopped” or “stopping” when prohibited 
means the coming to rest of a vehicle except when 
necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic or in 
compliance with the direction of a police officer 
or traffic control signal or sign. 

(26) ‘Traffic lane” shall mean a longtitudinal division of a 
highway into a strip of sufficient width to accommodate 
the passage of a single line of vehicles whether or not 
such division is indicated by lines on the road surface. 
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(27) "Truck loading or unloading space” shall mean a 
space on the vehicle portion of a highway marked 
with an authorized City sign permitting free truck 
parking therein for a period not exceeding 15 minutes. 
Where hours are indicated upon the sign, the space 
may only be used as a truck loading or unloading 
space during such hours. Any truck when parked in 
such a space must be parked in conformity with all 
other provisions of this Bylaw and the vehicle must be 
parked there for the purpose of loading or unloading 
merchandise or commodities; every such space may 
be used for the normal parking of any vehicle on a 
Sunday and on any holiday. For the purposes of this 
definition a truck means any vehicle licensed under 
the V. & H. T. Act as a public service or commercial 
vehicle. 

(28) "Vehicle” means a motor vehicle, tractor, traction 
engine and any vehicle drawn, propelled or driven by 
any kind of power, including muscular power, but does 
not include the cars of electric or steam railways 
running only upon rails. 

(29) Wherever "time” is referred to in this Bylaw 
Mountain Standard Time shall be meant.

201. (1) Every person driving a vehicle or 
riding or driving a horse or other 
animal shall as far as practicable, 
having regard to the condition of the 
highway, travel upon that portion of 
such highway which is to the right 
of the centre line of the highway. 

(2) A driver intending to turn to the left 
into an intersecting highway shall: 

(a) drive as closely as practicable to 
the centre line of the highway 
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while approaching the intersection, 
and 

(b) make the left turn by driving to 
the right of the centre line where 
it enters the intersection and upon 
leaving the intersection by driving 
to the right of and as closely as 
practicable to the centre line of the 
highway then entered. 

(3) A driver intending to turn to the right 
into an intersecting highway shall drive 
as closely as practicable to the right 
curb or edge of the travelled portion of 
the highway while approaching the 
intersection and upon leaving the 
intersection shall drive as closely as 
practicable to the right curb or edge 
of the travelled portion of the high¬ 
way then entered. 

202. (1) The driver of a vehicle shall not turn 
the vehicle from one traffic lane into 
another without first giving adequate 
warning by proper signal of his inten¬ 
tion so to do using the signals pro¬ 
vided for in Section 224 hereof. 

(2) When a highway has been designated 
a one-way highway by signs, on, or 
erected or posted along the highway, 
directing drivers of vehicles to proceed 
only in one direction 

(a) a driver approaching an intersection 
and intending to turn left 
(i) from an ordinary highway onto 
a one-way highway shall make 
the left turn by driving to the 
right of and as closely as prac¬

(5) The driver of a vehicle overtaking an¬ 
other vehicle that is travelling in the 
same direction where there are two or 
more traffic lanes on the same side 
of the centre line for vehicles travelling 
in the same direction, may in passing 
keep to the right or left of the other 
vehicle if there is a lane available for 
passing to the right or to the left of 
the lane being used by the overtaken 
vehicle. 

203. Right-of-way at intersections where there 
are no stop signs shall be governed by the 
provisions of the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act, R.S.A. dated 1955 as amend¬ 
ed. 

204. (1) When the Commissioners have caused

left turn or no right turn or both shall 
be made no operator of a vehicle shall 
make such prohibited turn. 

(2) When the Commissioners have caused 
a traffic lane to be marked by the 
words “Left Turn Only”, “Thru Only”, 
“Right Turn Only”, or any of the pre¬ 
ceding phrases in combination with di¬ 
rectional arrows then no driver of a 
vehicle shall use any traffic lane so 
designated except to make the move¬ 
ment appropriate to the traffic lane. 

205. Except for buses and trolley buses of the 
Edmonton Transit System being driven 
into or out of off-street loops, no driver 
of any vehicle shall move such vehicle on 
any street from one side to the other of 
such street except at intersections unless 
it is possible to make the movement in 
safety and without obstructing traffic. 

206. The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake 
and pass, nor attempt to pass another 
vehicle travelling in the same direction at 
any intersection, except at intersections 
where traffic is regulated by police officers 
or automatic traffic control signals, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise authorized herein. 

207. No driver of a vehicle shall make a “U” 
turn on a highway between intersections 
nor at an intersection where traffic lights 
have been installed or where such a turn 
is prohibited by a sign or signs nor at 
either end of or in any subway. 

208. (1) No person shall operate a vehicle upon 

a highway designated for one way 
traffic and marked by a sign except in 
the authorized direction. 

(2) Where one-way traffic is ordered due 
to a traffic circle or traffic roundabout, 
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vehicles, already in the circle shall 
have the right-of-way over vehicles 
approaching and entering the circle; 
the driver of any vehicle travelling at 
an unlawful speed shall forfeit any 
right-of-way which he might other¬ 
wise have hereunder. 

209. No person when driving a vehicle on a 
bridge, having not more than 2 lanes for 
traffic shall drive or attempt to drive such 
vehicle past any other vehicle proceeding 
in the same direction. 

210. (1) No vehicle operator shall drive or stand 

a vehicle upon any highway in such a 
manner as to block, obstruct, impede or 
hinder traffic thereon; where the ob¬ 
struction is unavoidable due to me¬ 
chanical failure the operator will not 
be in breach of this section provided 
he promptly takes measures to clear 
the faulty vehicle from the highway. 

(2) No person shall drive a vehicle so 
overloaded that the motive power of 
such vehicle is unable to move it at 
a reasonable rate of speed upon any 
highway. 

(3) Persons driving or riding slow moving 
vehicles on a highway shall keep as 
near the curb as circumstances and 
weather conditions permit. 

211. (1) The operator of a vehicle before en¬ 

tering a highway from a lane, alley, 
private driveway, stable or garage or 
service road, shall bring such vehicle 
to a stop at a point not less than ten 
feet nor more than twenty feet from 
the highway being entered upon and 
shall give the right of way to vehicles

212. (1) The driver of a vehicle before enter¬ 
ing upon, crossing, or turning into a 
highway at an intersection that is pro¬ 
perly marked by a stop sign shall bring 
the vehicle to a full stop and shall not 
enter upon the highway either to cross 
it or to proceed along it until the con¬ 
ditions of traffic on the highway are 
such that he can enter upon the high¬ 
way in safety. 

(2) The driver of a vehicle when stopping 
for a stop sign shall come to a full 
stop before reaching the intersection 
at a point not more than twenty feet 
from the intersection then being 
entered. 
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213. The driver of a vehicle crossing at surface 
level the tracks of any railway at which 
he is not required to stop shall pro¬ 
ceed over such crossing with caution.

214. The driver of a vehicle shall stop not less 
than fifteen feet from the nearest rail of

215. Where the Commissioners have author¬ 
ized the establishment of a yield right of 
way sign the driver of a vehicle facing 
such a sign shall yield the right of way to 
all other traffic not facing that sign. 

216. No driver of a vehicle upon any highway 
shall permit any passenger or passengers 
in such vehicle to occupy the front seat 
thereof in such a manner as to impede the 
driver in the free and uninterrupted access 
to and use of the steering wheel, brakes 
and other equipment required to be used 
for the safe operation of the said vehicle, 
nor shall any such driver permit any pas¬ 
senger to cause any obstruction to his clear 
vision in all directions. 

217. No person shall drive a vehicle upon a 
highway if the view through the wind¬ 
shield or windows thereof is so obscured 
by mud, frost, steam or otherwise as to 
make the driving of such vehicle hazardous 
or dangerous. 

218. No person shall operate a vehicle on any 
residential street within the City between 
the hours of 10:00 o’clock in the after-

noon and 7:00 o’clock of the next forenoon 
so as to unduly disturb residents of any 
such street or part thereof. 

219. Any person driving a motor vehicle and 
meeting or being overtaken or being ap¬ 
proached from the right or left by a motor 
vehicle on which a siren is being sounded, 
shall bring the vehicle he is driving to a 
stop at the extreme right-hand side of the 
highway as soon as is reasonably possible, 
and shall remain stopped until the vehicle 
sounding its siren has passed. On a multi¬ 
lane highway a driver shall bring his ve¬ 
hicle to a stop in the lane in which he is 
travelling. 

220. Every person shall be guilty of an offence 
under this bylaw who fails to stop his 
vehicle at any crosswalk when: 

(a) A pedestrian is standing or moving in 
the approximate path of the approach¬ 
ing vehicle; or 

(b) A pedestrian is moving toward the 
intended path of the approaching ve¬ 
hicle so closely as to be in danger. 

The vehicle driver may proceed across the 
crosswalk when it is safe to do so. 

221. Whenever any vehicle has stopped at a 
marked crosswalk or at an intersection to 
permit a pedestrian to cross the roadway, 
the driver of any vehicle approaching from 
the rear shall not pass such stopped 
vehicle.

222. No person shall drive any vehicle over 
or upon any safety zone. This provision 
shall not apply where the safety zone is 
designated by painted lines and there is 
no pedestrian therein.

proper signal herein provided for, 
namely:

(e) A signal by an electrical or me¬ 
chanical device attached to a ve¬ 
hicle provided said device is de¬ 
signed and installed in conformity 
with a regulation respecting ve¬ 
hicle signals made by the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor in Council pursuant 
to the provisions of the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act or the 
Public Service Vehicles Act of the 
Province of Alberta, or has been 
factory installed on a vehicle at 
the time the vehicle was produced 
and provided the same conforms 
to the standards adopted by the 
Canadian Standards Association or 
the Society of Automotive En¬ 
gineers. 

(2) All signals, whether by means of the 
hand and arm or otherwise (except the 
sounding of the horn), shall be given 
from the left side of a vehicle, but 
this provision shall not apply to devices 
referred to in subsection (e) hereof 
save where practicable. 

(3) Any signal provided for herein shall 
be given in sufficient time to provide 
a reasonable warning to other persons 
of the intention of the driver. 

225. (1) No operator of a vehicle shall drive 
through any military or funeral pro¬ 
cession nor through the ranks of any 
other authorized parade or procession 
or in any way obstruct, impede or in¬ 
terfere with the same. 

(2) Sub-section (1) hereof shall apply 
where there are traffic lights. No oper¬ 
ator of a vehicle shall enter on a green 
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light while a parade or procession is 
within the intersection unless it is 
safe so to do. 


226. No operator of a vehicle shall allow any 
part of the vehicle’s load to fall and remain 
upon a highway. 

227. Every person on any highway shall 
promptly obey all signals of a constable 
directing or regulating traffic and shall 
comply with the requirements of every 
sign or automatic signal erected for the 
purpose of regulating or directing traffic.

301. (1) No person shall drive a vehicle on any 
highway of the City at a speed in 
excess of 30 miles per hour with the 
following exceptions: 

(a) The driver of an ambulance, fire 
equipment, police vehicle or Gas 
Company emergency vehicle may in 
emergencies exceed the said speed 
limit; and 

(b) The driver of any vehicle moving 
on a portion of highway properly 
marked by the City for speeds in 
excess of 30 miles per hour as 
provided for in Section IIII of this 
Bylaw may drive there at the rate 
of speed such highway signs permit. 

(2) The general maximum speed limit of 
30 miles per hour shall not apply 
wherever highway signs order a lesser 
speed or permit a greater speed; in

such cases every driver shall obey the 
speed limit as fixed by the signs. 

(3) A driver of a vehicle shall drive with 
due regard for other traffic on the 
highway and shall whenever necessary 
for safety reasons reduce speed below 
the permitted speed thereon. 


302. No person shall drive a vehicle, except 
a siren bearing vehicle of a type described 
in Section 901 at a speed in excess of 20 
miles per hour, within any part of the 
land known generally as the Exhibition 
Grounds comprising Block “A” in parts 
of River Lots 24 and 26, Edmonton Settle¬ 
ment, Plan 2024 K.S., being that land as 
leased by The City of Edmonton to the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association Limited 
by agreement dated the 3rd October, 1956. 

303. (1) On any day when school is held no 

person shall between the hours of 8:30 
a.m. and 4:30 p.m. inclusive, drive any 
vehicle in any marked school zone at 
a speed in excess of Twenty (20) miles 
per hour; 

(2) No person shall between the hours of 
8:30 a.m. and 6 p.m. inclusive, on 
any day, drive any vehicle in a marked 
playground zone at a speed in excess 
of Twenty (20) miles per hour. 

304. Any driver who, having received a visual 
or audible signal from a police constable 
to bring his vehicle to a stop, operates 
his vehicle with willful or wanton disre¬ 
gard of the said signal so as to interfere 
with or endanger the operation of a police 
vehicle marked as such or who increases 
his speed and attempts to flee or elude 
a police constable in uniform shall for the 
first offence, be fined not less than

$200.00 nor more than $500.00. For each 
subsequent offence he shall be fined not 
less than $500.00. 


PART IV 

RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF PEDESTRIANS 


401. A pedestrian crossing a roadway within 
a crosswalk shall exercise due care not¬ 
withstanding the duty of the driver of any 
vehicle to yield him the right of way. In 
particular a pedestrian shall first look for 
vehicular traffic that may be close to his 
intended path before proceeding onto a 
a crosswalk and no pedestrian shall run 
when entering upon a crosswalk or loiter 
thereon. 

402. (1) No pedestrian shall cross any highway 

at any point other than a crosswalk 
provided that the driver of a vehicle 
is not hereby relieved from the duty 
to exercise due care. 

(2) For the purposes of Sub-section (1), 
highway shall not include a lane or 
alley. 

(3) No person shall cross at an intersec¬ 
tion if a sign thereat prohibits such 
crossing. 


403. (1) Pedestrians shall not run or race upon 
any highway. 


(2) Pedestrians shall not crowd or jostle 
other pedestrians in such a manner as 
to create or cause discomfort, disturb¬ 
ance or confusion.

404. A pedestrian waiting for traffic lights to 
change shall stand on the curb or side¬ 
walk and not on the roadway. 


405. (1) Where a sidewalk or path is located 

beside any highway, pedestrians shall 
at all times when reasonable and practi¬ 
cable to do so, use the sidewalk or 
path, and shall not walk or remain on 
the highway, but this provision does 
not relieve the driver of a vehicle from 
the duty of exercising due care for the 
safety of pedestrians. 

(2) No person shall walk or remain on 
the paved or travelled portion of a 
highway otherwise than close to his 
left hand edge of that portion and 
any driver approaching and passing a 
pedestrian so walking on a highway 
shall drive as near to the centre of 
the road as he may safely do, and 
sh.,11 pass on the right hand side of 
such person. 

406. (1) Three or more persons shall not stand 

in a group or so near to each other on 
any highway as to obstruct the en¬ 
trance to buildings or to obstruct or 
prevent other persons using such high¬ 
way; and forthwith after request has 
been made by any constable or other 
person duly authorized so to do, shall 
disperse and move away. 

(2) No person shall stand, sit or lie on any 
highway in such a manner as to ob¬ 
struct vehicular or pedestrian traffic or 
as to annoy or incommode any other 
person lawfuly upon the highway. 

407. Nothing in Section 406 shall be construed 
as prohibiting (except on 101st (Jasper) 
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Avenue between 96th Street and I05th 
Street; on 97 th Street between 101st 
Gasper) Avenue and the Canadian Na- 
ational Railway right-of-way; and on 
82nd (Whyte) Avenue between 101st 
Street and 107th Street) the congre¬ 
gating or assembling of individuals 
to attend and listen to street preaching or 
public speaking so long as the proceedings 
thereat are peaceable and orderly and 
sufficient space is left on the highway to 
allow of free movement of the ordinary 
traffic; but should any highway at or near 
such assembly become in consequence 
thereof so obstructed as to obstruct or 
impede such ordinary traffic, the persons 
so obstructing or impeding shall forthwith 
move away upon being requested to do so 
by any member of the City Police Force 
or by any other person duly authorized. 
Any person refusing or failing to forth¬ 
with move away upon being requested as 
aforesaid shall be guilty of a breach of 
this Bylaw. 

408. Nothing in Section 406 shall be construed 
as prohibiting the assembling of persons 
for the purpose of watching a parade or 
procession duly authorized by the Com¬ 
missioners. 

409. No person shall stand upon or walk along 
a roadway for the purpose of soliciting a 
ride from the driver of any vehicle. 


410. (1) No person shall break through the 
ranks of any military or funeral pro¬ 
cession nor through the ranks of any 
other authorized parade or procession 
or in any way obstruct, impede or in¬ 
terfere therewith.

PART V 

CONTROL SIGNALS AND POLICE SIGNALS 

501. (1) Whenever traffic is controlled by traf¬ 
fic control signals exhibiting coloured 
lights or arrows, the colours mentioned 
in this section only shall be used, and 
except where otherwise directed by a 
peace officer drivers of vehicles and 
pedestrians shall obey the instructions 
of an official traffic control signal in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
section. 

(2) When a green light alone is exhibited 
at an intersection by a traffic control 
signal 

(a) The driver of a vehicle facing the 

green light 

(i) may cause the vehicle to pro¬ 
ceed straight through the inter¬ 
section, or may cause the ve¬ 
hicle to turn left or right, sub¬ 
ject to a sign or signal prohib¬ 
iting such a left or right turn, 
or both, or designating the 
turning movement permitted. 

(ii) shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians lawfully within the 
intersection or within an adja¬ 
cent crosswalk at the time the 
green light is exhibited, and 

(iii) shall, if causing the vehicle to 
turn left or right, yield the 
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right of way to other vehicles 
lawfully within the intersection 
at the time the green light is 
exhibited, and 

(b) A pedestrian facing the green light 
may proceed across the roadway 
within any marked or unmarked 
crosswalk, subject to any special 
pedestrian traffic control signal 
directing him otherwise and has the 
right of way for that purpose over 
all vehicles. 

(3) When a green light alone is exhibited 
at a place other than an intersection 
by a traffic control signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle 

(i) may cause the vehicle to pass 
the signal, and 

(ii) shall yield the right of way to 
any pedestrian still in the 
roadway or on a crosswalk, if 
any, in the vicinity of the signal 
when the green light is ex¬ 
hibited. 

(b) a pedestrian still in the roadway 
or on a crosswalk in the vicinity of 
the signal when the green light is 
exhibited shall proceed as quickly 
as possible from the roadway, and 

(c) A pedestrian shall not enter the 
roadway in the vicinity of the signal 
until either 

(i) the traffic control signal facing 
the vehicular traffic exhibits a 
red light, or 

(ii) a traffic control signal instructs 
him that he may cross the road¬ 
way.

(4) When a yellow light is exhibited at an 
intersection by a traffic control signal 
at the same time as or following the 
exhibition of a green light 

(a) The driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the intersection and facing the 
yellow light shall cause the vehicle 
to stop before entering the marked 
crosswalk on the near side of the 
intersection, or if there is no such 
marked crosswalk, then before 
entering the intersection, unless 
such a stop cannot be made in 
safety. 

(b) a pedestrian facing the yellow light 
shall not enter the roadway, and 

(c) a pedestrian proceeding across the 
roadway and facing the yellow light 
exhibited after he entered the road¬ 
way 

(i) shall proceed to the sidewalk 
as quickly as possible, and 

(ii) has the right of way for that 
purpose over all vehicles. 

(5) When a yellow light is exhibited at a 
place other than an intersection by a 
traffic control signal at the same time 
as or following the exhibition of a 
green light 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the signal shall cause the ve¬ 
hicle to stop before reaching the 
signal or before entering the near¬ 
est crosswalk, if any, in the vicinity 
of the signal, unless such a stop 
cannot be made in safety, and 

(b) a pedestrian shall not enter the road¬ 
way in the vicinity of the signal until 
either 
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(i) the traffic control signal, facing 
the vehicular traffic exhibits a 
red light, or 

(ii) a traffic control signal in¬ 
structs him that he may cross 
the roadway 


(6) When a red light alone is exhibited 
at an intersection by a traffic control 
signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the intersection and facing the 
red light shall cause the vehicle to 
stop before entering the marked 
crosswalk on the near side of the 
intersection, or if there is no such 
marked crosswalk, then before 
entering the intersection, and shall 
not cause the vehicle to proceed 
until a traffic control signal in¬ 
structs him that he is permitted to 
do so, or where a traffic sign or 
device directs or permits a right

(7) When a red light is exhibited at a 
place other than an intersection by a 
traffic control signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the signal shall cause the ve¬ 
hicle to stop before reaching the 
signal or before entering the nearest 
crosswalk, if any, in the vicinity of 
the signal and, 

(b) a pedestrian may proceed across 
the roadway. 

(8) When a green arrow is exhibited at 
an intersection by a traffic control 
signal. 

(a) the driver of a vehicle facing the 
green arrow may cause the vehicle 
to enter the intersection and to 
make only the movement indicated 
by the green arrow, but shall yield 
the right of way to pedestrians law¬ 
fully within the intersection or 
within an adjacent crosswalk and 
to other vehicles lawfully within the 
intersection, and 

(b) a pedestrian facing the green arrow 
shall not enter the roadway unless 
or until a pedestrian traffic control 
signal or the exhibition of a green 
light by a traffic control signal 
instructs him that he is permitted 
to do so. 

(9) When a green arrow and a red light 
are exhibited at the same time at an 
intersection by a traffic control signal 
(a) the driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the intersection and facing the 
green arrow and red light may 
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cause the vehicle cautiously to 
enter the intersection and to make 
only the movement indicated by 
the green arrow. 

(b) the driver of the vehicle shall yield 
the right of way to pedestrians law¬ 
fully within the intersection or 
within an adjacent crosswalk and 
to other vehicles lawfully within 
the intersection, and 

(c) a pedestrian facing the green arrow 
and red light shall not enter the 
roadway unless or until a pedes¬ 
trian traffic control signal or the 
exhibition of a green light by a 
traffic control signal instructs him 
that he is permitted to do so. 

(10) When rapid intermittent flashes of 
red light are exhibited at an inter¬ 
section by a traffic control signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approaching 
the intersection and facing the 
flashes of red light shall cause the 
vehicle to stop before entering the 
marked crosswalk on the near side 
of the intersection, or if there is no 
such marked crosswalk, then be¬ 
fore entering the intersection, and 
shall not cause the vehicle to pro¬ 
ceed until it is safe to do so, and 

(b) a pedestrian facing the flashes of 
red light may proceed across the 
roadway within a marked or un¬ 
marked crosswalk with caution. 

(11) When rapid intermittent flashes of red 
light are exhibited at a place other 
than an intersection by a traffic con¬ 
trol signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approaching 
the signal 

(i) shall cause the vehicle to stop 
before reaching the signal or 
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before entering the nearest 
crosswalk, if any, in the vicinity 
of the signal, and 

(ii) may, after having caused the 
vehicle to stop, cause the ve¬ 
hicle to pass the signal and the 
crosswalk, if any, only if con¬ 
ditions of pedestrian traffic in 
the roadway or a crosswalk, if 
any, in the vicinity of the sig¬ 
nal are such that the vehicle 
can do so with safety, and 
(b) a pedestrian may proceed across 
the roadway. 

(12) When rapid intermittent flashes of 
yellow light are exhibited at an inter¬ 
section by a traffic control signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle facing the 
flashes of yellow light may cause 
the vehicle to enter the intersection 
and proceed only with caution, but 
shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians lawfully within the in¬ 
tersection or an adjacent crosswalk 
and to other vehicles lawfully with¬ 
in the intersection, and 

(b) a pedestrian facing the flashes of 
yellow light may proceed across 
the roadway within a marked or 
unmarked crosswalk with caution. 

(13) When rapid intermittent flashes of 
yellow light are exhibited at a place 
other than an intersection by a traffic 
control signal 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approach¬ 
ing the signal may cause the ve¬ 
hicle to pass the signal only with 
caution, and shall yield the right 
of way to pedestrians in the road- 
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way or on a crosswalk, if any, in 
the vicinity of the signal, and 
(b) a pedestrian may proceed across 
the roadway with caution. 

(14) When rapid intermittent flashes of 
yellow light are exhibited at an inter¬ 
section or other place together with 
a sign reading “school zone”, “school 
crossing”, “pedestrian crossing”, “pedes¬ 
trian zone” or other wording indicating 
a pedestrian hazard, the driver of a 
vehicle approaching the signal 

(a) shall cause the vehicle to cross the 
intersection or pass the sign, if at a 
place other than an intersection, 
only with extreme caution and 
shall in no case cross the intersec¬ 
tion or pass the sign at a greater 
rate of speed than twenty miles an 
hour, and 

(b) shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians in the intersection or 
on the roadway in the vicinity of 
the sign, as the case may be. 

(15) When the word "walk” is exhibited at 
an intersection by a pedestrian traffic 
control signal, a pedestrian may pro¬ 
ceed across the roadway in the di¬ 
rection of the signal within a marked 
or unmarked crosswalk and has the 
right of way over all vehicles within 
the intersection or any adjacent cross¬ 
walk. 

(16) When the word “walk” is exhibited at 
a place other than at an intersection 
by a pedestrian traffic control signal, 
a pedestrian may proceed across the 
roadway in the direction of the signal 
and has the right of way over all 
vehicles.

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(17) When the word “wait” or the words 
“don’t walk” is or are exhibited at an 
intersection or at a place other than 
an intersection by a pedestrian traffic 
control signal. 

(a) a pedestrian shall not enter the 
roadway, and 

(b) a pedestrian proceeding across the 
roadway and facing the word “wait” 
or the words “don’t walk” ex¬ 
hibited after he entered the road¬ 
way 

(i) shall proceed to the sidewalk as 
quickly as possible, and 

(ii) has the right of way for that 
purpose over all vehicles. 


(18) Where and when a pedestrian is in¬ 
structed or permitted by a traffic con¬ 
trol signal to enter or to proceed across 
a roadway, he shall do so 

(a) at an intersection, only within a 
marked or unmarked crosswalk, and 

(b) at a place other than an intersection 
in the vicinity of which there is a 
marked crosswalk, only within the 
crosswalk. 

(19) The provisions of sub-clause (i) of 
clause (a) of sub-section (2) and the 
provisions of subsections (8) and (9) 
do not apply so as to prohibit a bus 
that forms part of the municipal bus 
system of the city turning at an inter¬ 
section in the direction determined by 
the proper transportation officials of 
the city. 
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PART VI 

CYCLISTS AND HORSE DRAWN VEHICLES 


601. Every rider of a cycle shall, when riding 
on a highway keep his feet on the pedals 
and his hands holding the handle bars 
except when making a signal in accord¬ 
ance with Section 224. 

602. Cyclists shall ride in single file on a 
highway. 


603. (1) No person shall ride a cycle on any 
sidewalk except where expressly per¬ 
mitted so to do by this bylaw. Chil¬ 
dren’s bicycles or tricycles having a 
wheel diameter of less than twenty 
inches are excepted from this pro¬ 
vision. 

(2) No person shall ride a cycle on any 
roadway where such is prohibited by 
a sign. 


604. No cyclist shall hold onto or have his 
cycle attached to any other moving ve¬ 
hicle on a highway. 


605. (1) Every rider of a bicycle or tricycle 
shall keep as near to the right curb 
of a highway as circumstances and 
weather conditions permit, notwith¬ 
standing that the highway is a multi¬ 
lane highway. 

(2) The rider of a bicycle or tricycle in¬ 
tending to turn to the left into an 
intersecting highway shall: 
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(a) ride as closely as practicable to 
the centre line of the highway 
while approaching the intersection, 
and 

(b) make the left turn by riding to the 
right of the centre line where it 
enters the intersection and upon 
leaving the intersection by riding to 
the right of and as closely as prac¬ 
ticable to the centre line of the 
highway then entered. 

606. No operator of a cycle shall carry a pas¬ 
senger unless the cycle is equipped with 
an adequate pillion seat, hand grips and 
foot rests for the passenger or unless he 
carries the passenger in a properly con¬ 
structed side car designed for use with 
such a cycle. 

607. Every person shall be guilty of an offence 
under this bylaw who operates a bicycle 
during the period between one hour after 
sunset and one hour before sunrise or at 
any other time when the atmospheric 
conditions are such that objects on the 
highway are not plainly visible at a dis¬ 
tance of three hundred feet without a 
lighted headlamp at the front and one 
reflector at the rear of the bicycle. 

608. Every person driving a horse-drawn ve¬ 
hicle on a highway between one hour 
after sunset and one hour before sunrise 
shall carry on the left side of such vehicle 
a lighted lamp or lamps plainly visible at 
a distance of not less than 50 feet from 
the front and 50 feet from the rear of such 
vehicle. 

609. The driver or other person in charge of 
any horse-drawn vehicle on a highway 
shall remain upon such vehicle while it 
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is in motion, or shall walk beside the 
horse drawing such vehicle. 

610. No person shall place or leave any horse- 
drawn vehicle without horses upon any 
highway so as to cause an obstruction. 


611. No person shall permit any horse to be 
at large on any highway or to stand there¬ 
on without being sufficiently secured to 
prevent its running away. 

612. No person shall tie a horse to any post, 
hook or ring or in any way on a highway 
so as to obstruct traffic or cause danger 
to pedestrians. 


PART VII 
PARKING 

701. Whenever a curb has been lowered to 
allow vehicles to cross a sidewalk in order 
to reach private property adjoining any 
highway no person shall park so as to 
obstruct the use of such a crossing. 

702. No person shall double park any vehicle 
upon any highway of the City. 


703. No person shall park a vehicle upon any 
highway in such a manner that any part 
of the vehicle is within 10 feet of the 
centre line of the highway whether or 
not such centre line is marked on the high¬ 
way, provided that the foregoing shall only 
apply to highways where the portion 
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thereof intended for vehicular traffic is 
forty (40) feet or more in width. 

704. Where a vehicle parking space is marked 
out or designated upon a highway, every 
driver of a vehicle using the same shall 
park such vehicle wholly within the limits 
of the space. 

705. (1) On other than a one way street every 

driver of a vehicle parking at the curb 
shall do so with the right hand side 
of the vehicle parallel to the curb and 
with the wheels thereof not more than 
eighteen inches from the curb except 
where angle parking is permitted. 

(2) Upon any highway which has been 
marked with a sign indicating one way 
traffic only, the driver of a vehicle 
shall park the vehicle with the front 
thereof pointing in the authorized di¬ 
rection of travel and parallel to the 
curb and the wheels closest to the 
curb shall be at a distance of not more 
than 18 inches from the curb. 

706. (1) No person shall park a vehicle at a 

place where signs indicate that angle 
parking is permitted other than at the 
angle indicated by parking lines 
marked on the highway and with the 
right front wheel of the vehicle not 
more than eighteen inches from the 
curb. 

(2) Where parking lines have not been 
marked on the highway or are not 
visible the driver of a vehicle shall 
park at an angle of from 30 to 60 
degrees with the curb and with the 
right front wheel of the vehicle not 
more than eighteen inches from the 
curb. 
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707. No person shall park a vehicle for any 
period of time whatsoever at the follow¬ 
ing locations namely: 

(1) Within fifteen feet of any stop sign 
or any yield right of way sign erected 
upon a highway. 


(2) Nearer than fifteen feet to any hydrant 
placed upon any highway. 


(3) Nearer than ten feet to any street 
intersection except where permitted 
by the Commissioners. 

(4) Alongside or opposite any street ex¬ 
cavation or obstruction when such 
parking will impede or obstruct traffic. 

(5) Upon any highway in front of any 
building in course of erection or re¬ 
pair when such parking will impede 
or obstruct traffic. 

(6) In any bus stop properly marked by 
a sign. 


(7) In any truck loading or unloading 
space properly marked by a sign indi¬ 
cating the restrictions which apply 
thereto except a vehicle lawfully en¬ 
gaged in loading or unloading mer¬ 
chandise. Notwithstanding the fore¬ 
going, such space may be used for the 
normal parking of a vehicle on a Sun¬ 
day or any holiday or at times other 
than those restricted by the sign. 

(8) Where the vehicle will in any way 
interfere with the use of a doorway 
intended as a fire or emergency exit 
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Penalty —$2.00

801. (1) No person shall park a vehicle or 
allow a vehicle to remain parked in a 
metered space while the disk or viola¬ 
tion signal shows red.

905. (1) No person shall operate any horse- 
drawn vehicle upon the roadway traf¬ 
fic deck of the High Level Bridge dur¬ 
ing any of the following hours:

(1) The maximum weight on each tire shall 
be as shown for the various tire sizes 
as set out in Schedule 3 of this Bylaw. 

(2) The maximum weight for dual wheels 
shall be double the load for single 
tires. All tires shall be in first class 
condition. In case of unfavourable road 
conditions and when so ordered by City 
Commissioners loading shall be limited 
in the following manner: 

From the maximum allowable tire 
carrying capacity provided for in this 
section deduct the weight of the ve¬ 
hicle; take 50% of the remainder; add 
to this amount the weight of the ve¬ 
hicle; the result being the maximum 
load to be carried; provided, however, 
that the maximum load shall not ex¬ 
ceed 50% of the maximum load allow¬ 
able for any unit or combination of 
units as provided for by sub-section (3) 
hereof. 

(3) Notwithstanding the carrying capacity 
permitted by the provisions of this 
Section on the basis of tire equipment 
the following maximum weights shall 
be in effect: 

(a) Axle Maximums 

For the purpose of this Section, un¬ 
less otherwise specified, “axle” shall 
mean any axle of a vehicle or com¬ 
bination of vehicles. 

Maximum gross weight on any indi¬ 
vidual axle shall not exceed 18,000 
pounds, providing, however, that 
the maximum weight on a front 
axle of a vehicle shall not exceed 
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the total maximum allowance on 
the tires with which the axle is 
equipped, and in accordance with 

Schedule 3. 

Maximum weight on any group of 
axles, or any tandem axles shall not 
exceed 18,000 pounds on any in¬ 
dividual axle in the group and in 
some cases shall be less than 18,000 
pounds, depending on the spacing 
of the axles, and in no case shall 
the final computation of the axles 
of any group exceed any overall 
maximum as herein set out. Such 
weights in the case of tandem or 
groups of axles shall be calculated 
on the following basis: Where the 
distance between the axles is less 
than 42 inches, the group of axles 
shall be considered as a single axle 
and the maximum weight for the 
whole group shall not exceed 18,000 
pounds. 

Where the distance between the 
axles is from 42 inches to ten feet 
inclusive, then the maximum weight 
of 16,000 pounds for each axle in 
the group will be allowed. 

Where the distance between the 
axles exceeds ten feet then the 
maximum weight of 18,000 pounds 
will be allowed for each axle in the 
group. 

(b) Overall Maximums 

The maximum permitted gross 
weight of a vehicle or combination 
of vehicles shall not exceed the fol¬ 
lowing limits: 

1. Two-axle truck 24,000 lbs, or

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2. Three-axle truck 38,000 lbs, or 
41,000 lbs. 

3. Three-axle tractor trailer 42,000 
lbs. or 45,000 lbs. 

4. Semi-trailer or combination of 
truck and trailer having more 
than three axles and while oper¬ 
ated on highways other than 
truck routes, 56,000 lbs. 

5. Semi-trailer or combination of 
truck and trailer having more 
than four axles and while oner¬ 
ated on truck routes 72,000 lbs. 

6. The maximum gross weight for 
trailers and semi-trailers shall be 
determined by the tire and axle 
maximums as set forth in this 
Section and Schedule 3. In no 
case shall a combination of 
trailer and semi-trailer operated 
in conjunction with a vehicle ex¬ 
ceed such maximum gross 
weights. 

(4) (a) A tolerance of 5% will be allowed, 
(b) Two axle vehicles of the lighter

(b) Every member of a parade or 
procession and the organizations 
and leaders thereof shall be guilty 
of an offence for each and every 
violation of this section. 

(2) Any person desiring to hold a parade 
or procession within the City of 
Edmonton shall at least 48 hours 
prior to the time they desire to hold 
the same make application in writing 
to the Commissioners, and in such 
application shall furnish to the Com¬ 
missioners information with respect 
to the following, namely: 

(a) The name and address of the 
applicant, and if such applicant 
is an organization, the names, 
addresses and occupations of the 
executive thereof; 

(b) The nature and object of such 
parade or procession; 

(c) The day, date and hours during 
which same will be held; 

(d) The intended route thereof; 

(e) The approximate number of per¬ 
sons who will take part therein; 

(f) The approximate size, number 
and nature of flags, banners, 
placards or such similar things to 
be carried therein and particu¬ 
lars of signs, inscriptions and 
wording to be exhibited thereon; 
and such written application shall 
bear the signatures and addresses 
of the persons who will be in con 
trol of such parade or procession 
and who undertake to be respon- 
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sible for the good order and 
conduct thereof; 

(3) The Commissioners are hereby 
authorized to issue permits for par¬ 
ades or processions. The Commis¬ 
sioners may for any reasons which 
appear to them proper, refuse to issue 
a permit but in the event of such 
refusal the applicants concerned may 
apply to the Council therefor and 
the Council may by resolution or 
otherwise direct the issue of such 
permit subject to the provisions of 
this Bylaw. 

(4) The Chief Constable or officer act¬ 
ing on his behalf shall fix the hour 
and route of the parade or proces¬ 
sion and give such directions to the 
applicants in regard to such par¬ 
ade or procession as in his opinion 
will prevent any unnecessary or un¬ 
reasonable obstruction to the high¬ 
way and tend to prevent a breach 
of the peace, and the said Chief 
Constable shall make the necessary 
arrangements for the proper policing 
of the highway in connection with 
such parade or procession. 

(5) During such parade or procession 
all pedestrians not taking part there¬ 
in shall be restricted to the use of 
the sidewalk and it shall be the duty 
of the police to keep all pedestrians 
on and restrict them to the use of 
the sidewalk. 

(6) No parade or procession shall move 
at a slower speed than 3 miles per 
hour, or obstruct any highway for a 
longer period than is reasonably 
necessary.

1101. The Council hereby delegates to the 
City Commissioners the power to pre¬ 
scribe where parking meters, traffic 
signals, highway traffic signs, stop 
signs, yield signs, speed limit signs or 
other similar signs for controlling and 
regulating traffic in public places are 
to be located. The Council directs that 
a record of such locations shall be kept 
which shall be open to public inspec¬ 
tion during normal business hours. 

1102. Without restricting the generality of the 
foregoing section the Commissioners are 
hereby authorized to designate any 
highway for through traffic purposes. 
Such highway shall be properly marked 
if stop signs or yield signs are erected 
at all intersections of such highway. 

1103. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate safety zones and cause 
the same to be marked. 

1104. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate crosswalks upon any 
highway and to mark the same. 

1105. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate any highway inter¬ 
section or other place on a highway as 
a place at which no left hand turn or no 
right hand turn or both shall be made, 
and shall cause the said place to be 
marked. 

1106. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate any intersection or 
place on a highway, including a place 
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where a railway right of way crosses a 
highway, as a place where U-tums are 
prohibited and shall cause the same 
to be marked. 

1107. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate any highway as a 
highway for one way traffic and shall 
cause the same to be marked with signs. 

1108. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate: 

(1) Any highway as one which is closed 
temporarily in whole or in part to 
traffic and shall cause such highway 
to be marked. 

(2) Any area as one in which parking 
privileges are temporarily suspended 
and shall cause such area to be 
marked. 

1109. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate any road way as one 
to be divided into traffic lanes of such 
number as they consider proper. 

1110. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate: “Marked School 
Zones” and “Marked Playground Zones.” 
The Commissioners shall cause such 
zones to be marked by signs posted 
along the highway, or by markings on 
the pavement or by signs or lights or 
both, posted or suspended over the 
highway. A record of the locations of 
such zones shall be kept by the City 
Traffic Engineer and shall he open to 
inspection during normal business hours. 

1111. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate vehicles speed on any 
highway or portion of a highway and 
shall cause the same to be marked.

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1112. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate any boulevard upon 
which parking is permitted and shall 
cause signs permitting such parking to 
be erected thereon. 

1113. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate passenger or truck 
loading or unloading spaces and shall 
cause the same to be marked. 

1114. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate bus stops and shall 
cause the same to be marked. 

1115. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate distances from any 
intersection within which no parking is 
permitted. This provision shall not 
apply to vehicles stopped in compliance 
with any provision of this Bylaw. 

1116. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate portions of highway 
where parking is limited to a period of 
time and shall cause signs to be erected 
indicating such parking limitations. 

1117. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate those portions of 
highway upon which parking is pro¬ 
hibited between the hours of 1 o’clock 
in the forenoon and 7 o’clock in the 
forenoon of any day of the week from 
Monday to Saturday inclusive, and shall 
cause the same to be marked by a sign. 

1118. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate city employee parking 
areas and shall cause the same to be 
marked with a sign. Such sign shall in¬ 
dicate that the area is restricted to 
employees of the City between 8 o’clock 
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in the forenoon and 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon from Monday to Friday 
inclusive. 

1119. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to make such charges as are 
appropriate to any taxicab company that 
is occupying one or more taxicab stands 
upon a City highway. 

1120. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to issue a card or sticker exempt¬ 
ing a vehicle from the provisions of 
section 801 sub-section (1) of this by¬ 
law. Such card or sticker shall state the 
parking restrictions applicable to the 
said vehicle. The Commissioners may 
set the fee to be charged for such card 
or sticker. 

1121. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to specify the types of vehicles 
which are prohibited from parking on 
any City owned parking lot and shall 
cause a sign to be erected on the said 
parking lot setting forth such prohibi¬ 
tions. 

1122. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate metered zones and 
shall cause a record to be kept design¬ 
ating all such areas. 

1123. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to prohibit parking at any parking 
meter. The Commissioners may direct 
that any parking meter shall be hooded 
with a hood on which shall be stated 
the period during which parking is 
prohibited. Such period may extend 
outside the normal hours for the 
operation of parking meters. 
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1124. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate highways which shall 
be used by “heavy vehicles” as defined 
in Section 911 hereof and shall cause 
such highways to be marked with signs 
reading “Truck Route.” 

1125. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to have appropriate notices placed 
and maintained at the approaches of the 
High Level Bridge to warn drivers of 
heavy vehicles, horse-drawn vehicles 
and other types of vehicles referred to 
herein of the prohibitions or restric¬ 
tions contained in Section 905 of this 
Bylaw. 

1126. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate angle parking on any 
highway and to cause the same to be 
marked. 

1127. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized in case of unfavourable road con¬ 
ditions to limit load limits as prescribed 
in Section 907. 

1128. The Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to designate the maximum loading 
permitted on any bridge and to cause 
the same to be marked by a sign. 


PART XII 

POWERS OF POLICE 

1201. Any Police Constable of the Police 
Department is hereby authorized to 
control and regulate vehicles and high¬ 
way traffic on all highways. 
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1202. (1) Any Police Constable is hereby 

authorized to remove or cause to be 
removed any vehicle or trailer 

(a) Parked in contravention of a 
provision of this Bylaw; or 

(b) Where emergency conditions 
may require such removal from a 
highway. 

Such vehicle may be removed to 
a place designated by the Com¬ 
missioners where it will remain 
impounded until claimed by the 
owner thereof or his agent. 

(2) No impounded vehicle shall be re¬ 
leased to its owner or his agent 
until the impounding charge suffic¬ 
ient to meet the reasonable storage 
charges on the vehicle has been paid 
to the City Police accountant or his 
agent; such charges shall be in 
addition to any fine or penalty im¬ 
posed in respect of any such 
violation, or to any payment made in 
lieu of prosecution as provided for 
in Section 1204 of this Bylaw. 

1203. Any Police Constable or any member 
of the Fire Department may, in case of 
fire, designate a point beyond which no 
person shall pass. 

1204. A Notice or form commonly called a 
Traffic Tag having a printed wording 
approved by the Commissioners, may be 
issued by a Police Constable or by a 
Special Constable to any person alleged 
to have breached any provision of this 
Bylaw, and the said Notice shall require 
the payment to such official as the 
Commissioners may designate the

1207. Nothing in Sections 1204 and 1205 
shall: 

(1) Prevent any person from defending 
a charge of committing a breach of 
this Bylaw. 

(2) Prevent any Police Constable or 
other person from laying an Informa¬ 
tion and Complaint against any 
other person whether or not such 
other person has made a payment 
under the provisions of Sections 
1204 and 1205 for a breach of any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw. 

1208. Where a person has paid a Traffic Tag 
and has been prosecuted for the offence 
in respect of which the tag was issued, 
then such person shall, upon written 
application to the Commissioners be 
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entitled to a refund of the Traffic Tag 
payment. 

1209. Where a person charged with an offence 
against the provisions of this Bylaw is 
a male person under the age of 16 years 
or is a female person under the age of 
18 years, such person shall in respect 
of such offence be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Juvenile Court as 
provided by “The Juvenile Court Act, 
1955.” 

1210. Each Police Constable is hereby charged 
with the duty of enforcing the pro¬ 
visions of this Bylaw. 

1211. Any person who commits a breach of 
any of the provisions of this Bylaw shall 
on conviction for such breach be liable 
to the penalties prescribed in Bylaw 
No. 2101 dated 1960 as amended. 


PART XIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

1301. (1) No person shall allow trees, hedges 
or shrubs on private property 
within fifteen feet of a highway 
intersection, whether planted before 
or after the date of the passing of 
this Bylaw, to grow to such a height 
that good visibility for safe traffic 
flow is thereby interfered with. 

(2) The Commissioners may require any 
person concerned to comply with 
the provisions of sub-section (1) 
hereof within ten days of being 
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notified so to do. If the person 
fails to comply with such notice the 
Commissioners may direct employees 
or agents of the City to enter upon 
the private property to carry out the 
necessary work, and may charge the 
cost of so doing against the person 
in default. 

(3) (a) No person shall erect or cause 

to be erected, built or placed, a 
fence, wall or other object on 
private property within fifteen 
feet of a highway intersection, so 
that good visibility for safe traf¬ 
fic flow is thereby interfered 
with. 

(b) No person shall continue the ex¬ 
istence of a fence, wall or other 
object on private property within 
fifteen feet of an intersection 
after the passing of this Bylaw 
so that good visibility for safe 
traffic flow is thereby interfered 
with. 

(c) Where a person is required to 
remove or reduce in height pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (b) a fence, 
wall or other object, then he shall 
be reimbursed by the City for tire 
cost of so doing. 

(4) Nothing contained in this section 
shall affect the liability of any per¬ 
son to prosecution for breach of this 
section. 

SUMMONS. 

1302. No person shall load or unload goods or 
merchandise across a sidewalk or boule¬ 
vard where loading and unloading facil¬ 
ities have been provided in the premises 
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to which the goods or merchandise are 
being delivered or from which they are 
being taken. 

1303. No person shall, between midnight and 
seven o’clock in the forenoon on any 
day of the week use the highways of the 
City for the retail delivery of milk or 
cream. 

1304. No person shall place upon any highway 
or upon any structure abutting a high¬ 
way any sign, mark or notice relating 
to the use of the highway unless author¬ 
ized so to do by the Commissioners. 

1305. No person shall mark any curb with 
paint or similar substance indicating that 
no parking is permitted. 


1308. No pedestrian or person operating a ve¬ 
hicle shall stand or park so as to pre¬ 
vent or impede ready access to the zone 
of a fire by the Gas Disconnecting Unit. 

1307. No person shall pass beyond a point 
designated by a Police Constable or a 
member of the Fire Department near the 
location of a fire. 

1308. No person shall ride on a vehicle while 
it is in motion on a highway other than 
inside the vehicle. 


1309. (1) No person shall allow himself to be 
drawn by a moving vehicle while he 
is riding upon a sled, toboggan, bi¬ 
cycle, skis or other conveyance, ex¬ 
cept a trailer, upon a highway.
